Gentlemen : — 

I herewith  submit  the  Forty-second  Annual  Report  of 
the  Allegheny  County  Workhouse  and  Inebriate  Asylum  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1911. 

Attached  hereto  and  made  a part  of  this  report  are  the 
statistical  tables,  financial  exhibit,  and  operations  of  the  in- 
dustrial departments,  as  prepared  and  arranged  by  the  very 
efficient  chief  clerk,  Mr.  Edward  Krieg;  also  the  reports  of  the 
Physician  and  the  Chaplain,  and  you  are  respectfully  referred 
thereto  for  full  detailed  information.

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The  financial  report  shows  the  total  receipts,  including 
balance  carried  over  from  last  year,  to  be  $284,554.47. 

Total  expenditures  were  $224,655.1 7. 

Earnings  from  all  sources  were  $69,944.34. 

Balance  on  hand  December  31,  1911,  was  $59,899.30. , 

The  daily  average  population  was  836. 

The  daily  average  cost  of  each  inmate  was  41  91-100  cents. 

The  daily  average  .cost  of  each  inmate,  after  deducting 
earnings,  was  19  1-100  cents. 

Reference  to  the  financial  and  general  statement  will  show 
the  cost  of  the  permanent  improvements  made  during  the 
year. 

The  North  Wing  was  completed  and  inspected  by  the 
County  Prison  Board  in  conjunction  with  about  five  hundred 
prominent  citizens  of  the  county  on  March  11,  1911,  and  was 
occupied  the  early  part  of  April,  1911. 

During  the  year  the  following  improvements  have  been 
made: — A porch  in  front  of  the  Adminstration  building;  new 
concrete-veneered  brick  workshop;  concrete  foundation  and 
basement  walls  for  new  barn ; raised  the  West  wall  an  average 
of  about  eight  feet ; and  installed  electricity  for  lighting  pur- 
poses in  the  Administration  building  and  chapel.

CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Allegheny 

County  Workhouse  and  Inebriate  Asylum: 

Gentlemen : — 

I have  now  the  honor  to  present  my  first  annual  report, 
(which  covers  only  six  months  of  personal  work. 

I desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  honor  conferred 
upon  me  and  the  confidence  shown  in  electing  me  to  this  very 
important  position,  and  also  to  our  worthy  Superintendent  for 
his  help  and  encouragement  in  this  unique  work. 

I assumed  my  duties  on  the  first  of  last  July.  My  worthy 
predecessor,  Rev.  D.  Reed  Imbrie,  having  fallen  at  his  post 
with  pneumonia  on  the  29th  day  of  last  March,  after  a con- 
tinuous service  of  about  fourteen  years. 

This  man  of  God  ministered  to  many  thousands  of  delin- 
quents during  his  chaplaincy  in  this  institution ; and  I feel  fortu- 
nate to  have  followed  him  and  learned  of  his  methods.  His  long 
and  busyi years  of  effort,  his1  knowledge  and!  familiarity  with  the 
character  of  the  inmates,  neither  hardened  nor  diminished  his 
desire  to  uplift  them.  In  all  his  work  fie  was  patient,  firm, 
and  kind,  until  at  last  he  heard  the  welcome  plaudit  from  the 
lips  of  the  Great  Master  Workman,  “Well  done  thou  good  and 
faithful  servant,  enter  thou  into  tfie  joy  of  thy  Lord.” 

On  assuming  my  duties  there  was  a prison  population  of 
888,  and,  while  many  changes  have  taken  place  since  then,  the 
number  of  inmates  remains  about  the  same.  While  many  have 
passed  through  the  gates  which  opened  outwardly  for  them, 
others  took  their  places  and  assumed  the  burden  of  bowing  to 
the  law’s  decree. 

Of  all  these  men  and  women  who  have  departed,  itds  of 
course  impossible  to  say  what  has  become  of  more  than  a fe;w 
of  them.  They  all  embarked  again  upon  the  great  ocean  of 
life;  some  of  them  have  drifted  upon  the  hidden  rocks  and 
sunk  to  the  depths  and  are  back  with  us  again,  and  some,  I 
know,  with  a firmer  hand  upon  the  tiller,  have  steered  clear 
of  these  and  have  reached  a haven  of  safety  in  the  Divine  love 
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and  power,  I have  known  many  to  go  forth  with  new  hopes, 
strengthened  courage,  and  a firm  determination  to  live  in  such 
a way  as  to  regain  the  name  and  position  which  for  a time 
they  forfeited.  Some  promises  .which  were  made  here  have 
been  broken,  while  in  other  cases  vows  have  been  kept  and  the 
former  delinquents  are  now  walking  erect — glad  in  the  con- 
sciousness of  living  upright  lives. 

Appreciating  the  fact  that  these  prisoners  have  human 
hearts,  some  embittered  by  misfortune  and  sunk  to  the  very 
depths  of  despair,  but  still  men  and  women,  I have  tried  by 
precept  and  example,  and  by  personal  contact  to  get  in  close 
touch  with  them  and  to  help  them  in  every  possible  way.  While 
some  are  illiterate  and  very  ignorant,  some  are  very  intelligent. 
Among  the  latter  are  - frequently  found  university  and  college 
graduates.  All  are  exacting  in  their  demands  upon  the  Chap- 
lain. There  is  a large  number  of  young  men  whose  home  in- 
fluences were  not  good,  or  broken  up,  and  consequently  they  were 
allowed  to  drift  without  any  moral  restraint  and  were  sent  to 
prison  for  their  first  offense.  Since  the  new  parole  law  has 
been  passed,  a few  of  these  have  been  paroled  and  are  now  on 
a period  of  probation  under  wise  care  and  supervision,  and  thus 
far  not  one  of  them  has  been  sent  back. 

Then  there  are  many  old  offenders  that  are  very  difficult 
to  deal  with.  A few  of  them  are  natural  and  professional 
criminals,  but  a large  percentage  are  habitual  drunkards  who 
are  constantly  being  returned  here  after  brief  periods  of  lib- 
erty. Concerning  the  former',  I desire  to  quote  from  the  last 
Biennial  Report  of  the  late  Doctor  J.  L.  Milligan,  the  former 
Chaplain  of  the  Western  Penitentiary : 

“A  thoroughly  indoctrinated,  successful  professional  criminal 
• is,  humanly  speaking,  a difficult  proposition.  A diamond,  bur- 
nished by  Christ’s  love  and  ministry  like  Jerry  McCaulley  and 
others,  has  gleamed  out  in  the  darkness  of  their  persistent  and 
professional  life  of  burglary,  who  by  the  transforming  and  for- 
giving spirit  of  our  Divine  Lord  have  lived  afterwards  to  bless 
and  to  spiritually  rebuild  others  who  were  like  their  former 
selves.” 

‘‘Even  the  touch  of  the  all  loving  Master  did  not  change  the 
criminal  and  perverted  mind  of  Judas,  the  Treasurer  of  His 
band  of  beloved  disciples.” 

In  some  cases  the  Gospel  may  never  mature,  but  it  is  our 
mission  to  sow  the  good  seed — the  increase  is  with  the  Lord. 
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RELIGIOUS  SERVICES. 


My  hardest  day’s  (work  is  on  the  Sabbath,  when  I con- 
duct four  services.  At  10:00  A.  M.  I go  to  the  chapel  to  con- 
duct the  regular  preaching  service.  Mrs.  M.  J.  Alter  is  the 
leader  of  the  choir,  and  their  instructor  at  their  usual  practice. 
She  is  able  and  efficient.  The  choir  consists  of  twenty  voices 
selected  from  among  the  inmates  and  trained  by  our  Musical 
Directoress.  The  singing  is  a helpful  and  enjoyable  feature 
which  is  highly  appreciated  by  all.  The  attendance,  which  is 
voluntary  at  all  the  services,  is  very  gratifying,  very  few  remain- 
ing away  from  these  services. 

At  different  times  visiting  clergymen  have  occupied  the 
pulpit,  sometimes  by  exchange,  and  at  other  times  during  my 
enforced  absence. 

Both  men  and  women  are  permitted  to  attend  this  serv- 
ice, but  are  seated  out  of  view  of  each  other. 

At  these  services  I strive  to  preach  the  plain  truth  of  God’s 
Word,  dwelling  much  on  the  love  of  God,  and  endeavor  to 
press  these  precious  truths  home  to  their  hearts.  My  sermons 
are  usually  evangelistic.  The  close  attention  they  give  and 
the  interest  they  take  in  these  services  in  remarkable.  De- 
nominational lines  are  not  drawn — Protestants,  Catholics, 

Jews,  and  other  denominations  attend,  and  nearly  all  take  part 
in  the  singing. 

At  2 :30  P.  M.,  I go  to  the  female  department,  where  I 
teach  the  International  Sunday  School  lesson  in  the  form  of  an 
expository  lecture.  The  lecture  is  always  , preceded  by  sing- 
ing, Mrs.  Alter  leading,  and  folloyved  by  prayer.  The  ex- 
ercises -receive  their  closest  attention.

bns  Mrs.  Gormley  and  other  good  ladies  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U. 
aA&o  ihisit  the  female  prison  twice  a month  and  conduct  week- 
day:!.meetings.  This  temperance  instruction  is  very  profitable, 
ar  many  ;of  these  unfortunates  are  habitual  drunkards. 

At  3 :30  P.  M.,  the  chapel  is  crowded  with  the  men,  all 
&rtMt(Si3,'tO'irtike  part  in  the  singing  and  to  hear  the  Sunday 
Sc'W&jE  i£3scMi  expounded.  These  services  are  not  as  formal  as 
the  riio thing,  the  men  often  announcing  the  hymns. 
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From  this  service  I go  to  the  hospital  and  read  and  ex- 
plain a suitable  portion  of  God’s  Word,  commending  to  them 
the  Great  Physician  who  is  able  to  cure  their  physical  and 
spiritual  diseases. 

That  good  comes  from  all  these  services  cannot  be  doubted. 
There  is  much  evidence  that  they  are  very  helpful.  The  amount 
of  return  can  only  be  known  when  the  Master  cometh  to  make 
up  his  Jevvels. 

The  work  of  the  visiting  musicians  and  soloists  who  have 
from  time  to  time  assisted  in  these  services  is  very  highly  ap- 
preciated. 

Father  Rosensteel,  of  Sharpsburg,  is  still  faithful  and  kind 
in  administering  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
prisoners.  This  good  priest  conducts  services  in  the  chapel  on 
the  third  Sabbath  of  each  month  and  also  celebrates  mass  and 
hears  confession  at  stated  periods,  and  is  always  ready  to  ad- 
minister to  the  dying  whenever  galled  upon.  His  services  here 
are  highly  appreciated  and  are  very  helpful. 

The  German  ministers  of  Pittsburgh  still  continue  their 
work  among  the  German  inmates.  A service  in  the  German 
language  is  conducted  once  a month.  These  good  men  fre- 
quently are  accompanied  by  their  church  choirs  and  sometimes 
remain  and  assist  in  the  chapel  service  at  3 :30  P.  M. 

LIBRARY. 

All  have  been  accorded  the  privileges  of  the  library,  which 
I believe  is  a powerful  influence  for  good  in  the  lives  of  these 
unfortunate  men  and  women.  Our  library  contains  6,000  vol- 
umes, made  up  of  many  standard  volumes  of  fiction,  amuse- 
ment, books  of  travel,  history,  biography,  poetry,  and  miscel- 
lany. There  are  books  printed  in  almost  every  language  repre- 
sented among  the  inmates,  which  are  eagerly  sought  for  and 
read.  My  esteemed  predecessor  exercised  great  care  in  the 
selection  of  these  works  as  to  their  elevating  character,  and  I 
am  endeavoring  to  keep  up  the  high  standard  of  excellence 
which  he  established. 

The  books  are  all  numbered,  catalogued,  and  arranged 
for  distribution.  In  addition  to  the  books  of  the  library  many 
papers,  periodicals,  magazines  and  pamphlets  have  been  re- 
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ceived  and  distributed.  To  all  who  so  kindly  donated  reading 
matter,  we  are  very  grateful. 

The  library  is  under  my  personal  supervision  and  while 
most  of  the  work  is  done  by  two  of  the  inmates,  it  is  necessary 
that  I give  close  attention  to  the  .work,  which  is  part  of  my 
daily  task.  That  the  library  is  well  patronized  is  shown  by 
the  fact  that  12,511  books  were  distributed  during  the  yeai. 

THE  SCHOOL. 

The  prison  night  school  has  been  in  session  since  October. 
The  sessions  are  held  three  nights  in  the  week,  Monday, 
Wednesday,  and  Friday,  and  are  one  hour  and  a half  long. 

Officer  Samuel  J.  McRoberts  is  my  assistant  in  conducting 
the  school  and  in  addition  we  have  the  assistance  of  some  of 
Ihe  better  educated  of  the  prisoners  as  teachers. 

The  classes  are  graded  from  the  primer  to  the  third 
reader,  penmanship  and  arithmetic  also  being  taught.  Of 
those  entering  the  school  in  October,  the  majority  could  neither 
read  nor  write,  and  many  could  not  speak  the  English  language. 
The  school  is  exclusively  for  illiterates,  but  many  foreigners 
who  are  not  illiterate  in  their  own  language  take  advantage 
of  the  school  to  gain  a knowledge  of  English. 

Recognizing  that  ignorance  is  in  many  cases  the  cause 
of  crime,  it  is  our  earnest  effort  to  so  instruct  these  unfor- 
tunates that  they  may  see  to  steer  clear  of  the  many  pitfalls 
along  life’s  pathway,  and  that  they  may  go  furtii  better  pre- 
pared for  life’s  struggles.  We  not  only  strive  to  give  them 
a rudimentary  education,  but  also  by  coming  in  personal  con- 
tact with  them  and  by  the  disciplinary  training  to  make  them 
good  citizens. 

The  total  enrollment  is  175,  with  an  average  evening  at- 
tendance of  94  2-3  per  cent  of  the  number  enrolled. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Each  week  day  several  hours  must  be  given  to  the  reading 
of  the  prisoners’  incoming  letters.  After  writing  day,  which 
is  on  the  first  Saturday  in  each  month,  from  400  to  500  letters 
must  be  read.  During  the  past  year  there  have  been  21,697 
letters  read  in  this  department,  and  all  papers  and  literature 
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received  by  the  prisoners  have  been  examined.  Of  these 
letters,  16,838  were  received  and  4,859  sent  out.  When 
money  is  enclosed  in  letters  I deposit  the  same  with  the  Clerk 
and  take  his  receipt  for  it  and  enter  the  amount  on  the  back 
of  the  prisoner’s  card.  During  the  past  year  there  was  re- 
ceived in  this  way  $1,721.08. 

While  the  supervision  of  the  prisoners’  correspondence  is 
quite  a heavy  task  and  demands  much  care,  yet  it  enables 
the  Chaplain  to  understand  the  inmates  better  and  opens  up 
the  way  for  individual  contact. 

ENTERTAINMENT. 

The  usual  course  of  evening  entertainments  has  been  pur- 
sued during  the  fall  and  winter  months.  We  aim  to  have  a 
concert  or  popular  lecture  every  fortnight  during  the  season. 
These  entertainments  have  been  highly  enjoyed  and  thoroughly 
appreciated.  A marked  feature  is  the  close  attention  and  ex- 
cellent deportment  of  the  inmates. 

Most  of  the  entertainments  are  musical,  as  we  believe  that 
good  music  has  a soothing  effect  upon  these  men  and  is  a 
moral  uplift  to  them.  During  the  fall  and  .winter  of  the  past 
year,  we  are  indebted  for  evening  entertainments  to  Mrs.  Fos- 
ter and  Miss  Trainor,  of  Steubenville,  Ohio,  the  Greater  Pitts- 
burgh Quartette,  assisted  by  Mr.  Edward  Wagner,  of  Pitts- 
burgh, the  University  of  Pittsburgh  Glee  and  Mandolin  Club, 
Rev.  C.  L.  E.  Cartwright,  Ph.  D.  and  Rev.  Chas.  M.  Miller. 
For  the  latter  part  of  the  season  we  have  the  promise  of  the 
Tuesday  Musical  Club,  the  Sixth  U.  P.  Church  Choir,  Mr.  Harry 
Ketzel’s  Orchestra,  and  a popular  lecture  by  Dr.  John  A. 
Brashear.  We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  and  highest 
appreciation  to  these  kind  friends  who  have  given  their  tal- 
ent to  this  work. 

The  national  holidays  have  been  observed  with  appropriate 
services  in  the  chapel.  The  following  addresses  have  been  made: 

On  Memorial  Day  by  Rev.  E.  S White,  Pittsburgh,  Pa. 

Independence  Day  by  Judge  Thos.  C.  Jones,  of  McKeesport; 

Thanksgiving  Day  by  Rev.  George  Montgomery,  D.  D.,  of 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  and  on 

Christmas  by  Rev.  James  H.  Lawther  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa. 
Much  interest  was  manifested  in  the  observance  of  these  days. 
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ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 


We  desire  to  record  our  sincere  thankfulness  to  all  those 
kind  friends  who  have  occasionally  sent  us  boxes  of  magazines, 
periodicals,  and  other  reading  matter  for  the  prisoners.  -These 
have  all  been  used  to  good  advantage  and  have  no  doubt  been 
the  means  of  much  good. 

The  Hostetter  Co.  continues  to  send  us  a liberal  supply  of 
secular  papers  each  week. 

Every  Friday  I visit  the  offices  of  the  Presbyterian  Ban- 
ner, the  United  Presbyterian,  the  M.  E.  Christian  Advocate, 
the  U.  P.  Publication  Rooms,  and  the  Pittsburgh  Catholic.  At 
each  place  I receive  a bundle  of  papers  which  are  distributed 
to  the  inmates  on  Saturday  evenings  for  their  Sabbath  reading 
and  are  very  gladly  received. 

I also  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  kindness 
shown  me  by  the  Deputy  Superintendent,  Mr.  John  Ginniff, 
and  all  the  officers  of  the  institution  who  were  so  helpful  to 
me  in  taking  up  this  new  work. 

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  say  that  the  position  of  Chaplain 
is  no  sinecure.  The  work  is  rather  arduous,  but  it  is  a great 
pleasure  to  be  engaged  in  a work  so  fruitful  in  opportunity  for 
doing  good. 

Gentlemen,  you  will  realize  that  it  was  somewhat  dif- 

ficult for  me  to  take  up  this  unique  work  just  where  my  prede- 
cessor, who  spent  fourteen  years  in  the  work,  left  off,  and 

attempt  to  measure  up  to  the  high  standard  which  he  establish- 
ed, but  with  the  assistance  of  the  Superintendent  and  officer 
Samuel  J.  McRoberts,  my  work  of  the  past  six  months  has 

been  very  encouraging.  Our  aim  has  been  to  make  the 

Workhouse  a reformatory  as  well  as  a prison. 

Owing  to  my  short  experience  in  prison  work,  I am  not 
well  versed  in  penology,  but  I have  observed  that  prison  work 
in  this  section  is  somewhat  retarded  by  reason  of  there  being 
no  society  or  organization  to  care  for  released  prisoners,  such 
as  they  have  in  Chicago,  New  York,  and  other  places.  Mrs. 
Ballington  Booth  is  at  the  head  of  an  organization  in  New  York 
that  helps  discharged  prisoners  to  find  useful  employment. 

Dr.  Emory  Lyon  is  at  the  head  of  a similar  organization  in 
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Chicago,  called  “The  Central  Howard  Association,”  and  he  says 
that  80  per  cent  of  the  released  prisoners  that  come  under  his 
care  make  good. 

The  public  which  does  so  much  to  punish  the  violators 
of  the 'law,  should  at  least  do  equally  as  much  toward  prevent- 
ing new  violations.  Men  and  women  who  are  released  from 
penal  institutions  many  times  are  penniless,  friendless,  and  al- 
most hopeless.  They  face  the  world  under  a heavy  handicap. 
Many  of  them  are  willing  and  anxious  to  make  good,  but  they 
are  ex-prisoners  and  that  fact  to  a great  extent  blocks  their 
pathway.  As  “ an  ounce  of  prevention  is  much  better  than  a 
pound  of  cure,”  so  it  would  be  much  better  if  society  would  do 
its  duty  in  preventing  a return  to  evil  ways  rather  than  to  be 
compelled  to  punish  them  for  such  return. 

This  can  be  done  in  a very  simple  manner:  Provide  em- 
ployment for  these  friendless  unfortunates  under  friendly  super- 
vision and  good  environments,  and  their  time  being  occupied 
in  honorable  labor  they  will  be  kept  from  temptations  which 
lead  them  to  crime. 

A man  leaving  a penal  institution  on  a cold  winter’s  day 
tinds  but  one  place  open  to  him  wheie  he  can  get  warm — the 
saloon ; or  even  on  a summer’s  day  he  craves  companionship 
and  he  can  find  it  in  the  grog  shop.  They  go  back  to  their  old 
associations  idle,  and  the  same  temptations  that  caused  their 
downfall  once  very  frequently  cause  it  again. 

I sincerely  hope  that  the  philanthropic  people  of  our  city 
will  soon  provide  a way  of  helping  our  ex-prisoners. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  honor  the  Board 
of  Managers  conferred  upon  me  in  delegating  me  as  one  of  the 
representatives  of  this  institution  to  the  Annual  Congress  of 
the  American  Prison  Association  at  its  recent  meeting  in  Omaha, 
Neb.  I feel  that  I have  been  benefited  in  my  work  by  hear- 
ing the  discussions  by  experts  in  penology  and  by  associating 
with  Chaplains  of  similar  institutions. 

Our  institution  was  duly  recognized  and  honored  in  the 
Congress.  Our  Superintendent  read  a very  able  paper  on  Prisoil 
Construction,  which  met  with  much  favorable  comment.
